of a stunt by Madrid designed 
to put back the clock on Basque 
frecdom. 

The blindness of this reaction 
caused Seûor Mario Onaindia, 
nne of the principal Basque 
Nationalist parliamentarians 
close tro the ETA polirical- 
military wing, to denounce today 
the ETA extremists in the light 
of the coup, declaring : “ We 
must arouse the Basque people’s 
awareness and say clearly the 
ETA Military are provocateurs 
playing with fire”. 

Today's victim of the Basque 
right-wing killers was the 
brother of the deputy mayor of 
the small town of Andoain, 
Guipuzcoa province, who 
belonged to the Basque National- 
ist Party. 

The Spanish Basque Batta- 
lion, which has often boasted 
that its objective is to avenge 
the violence of ETA, telephoned

Two bank raiders today gût

The police began to follow 
the car. At ane point it 


stopped and Mrs Wood gat 
away. They arrived at Deelands 
Road, where Mr Pagett had 
once lived in a flat with Miss 
Kinchin. Using her as a slield, 
e entered the flat on the first 

oor. 


Mr Draycott said three pairs |' 


of armed police officers began 
preparing for a siege, Sergeant 
Sartain and PC Richards went 
to the landing by the flar door 
and Mr Pagett poked out the 
gun, They told him they were 
armed. The door opened and 
they could see he was holding 
the girl in front .of him, Mr 
Pagett told them to go down- 
stalrs but that meant walking 
past his gun muzzle. He 
pointed to a window ou the 
landing and told them to jump 
out but instead they went up to 
the second floor, 

Mr Pagett was on the landing 
below them. [t was obvious 
that he came forward to shonr 
it out. The officers heard him 
saying : “ They are testiug me. 
I will show the, . . .” 

Mr Draycott continued : 
“ They waited and round the 
bottom of the stairs came Gail, 
held in front of Pagett, with 
the shotgun, which be was 
about to fire, He waş using 
this girl much as a soldier uses 
a sandbag. She was there ro 
absorb the short which would 
inevitably be returaed when 
he fired. 

“He fired twice—his was 
the first shor. It is quite plain 
that Paget foresaw what 
would happen whea he fired, 
otherwise there was no point 
in holding in front of him this 
pregnanr girl ™, 

Fis first shot went into the 
banister rail and ceiling. There 
was a series of shots from the 
officers above. He advanced 
two or three steps and fired 
again. That shot went over the 
officers’ heads and they fired 
again. At some stage three 
bullets hit Miss Kinchin in the 
chest, 

They both fell back and Mr 
Pagett was found sitting on the 
floor with the girl on top of 
him. Miss Kinchin died & 
month later, on July 11. 

Mr Draycott sald: “The 
police officers were acting in 
the course of their duty. No 
other course was open to them : 
they are entitled to defend 
themselves as you and I are.”

The Place 
John Percival 


On four’ successive Mondays at 
the Place, the London School of 
Cantemporary Dance is present- 
ing a series of dance films. The 
first programme this week was 
mostly ballet; contemporary 
dance comes next, followed by 
dance ritual and, finally, Fred 
Astaire and Ginger Rogers ir 
Fiying down to Rio. 

Actually, the work I found 
most interesting in the opening 

rogramme, which was also the 
fongest of the seven films 
shown, was an early example 


of German modern dance, Oskar 
Schlemıner’s Triadic Ballet. 


Schlemmer, a painter and 
dancer, invented a theory of 
ahstract. dance ir which the 
performers were to be deper- 
sonalized by bulky geometric 
costumes made of padded cloth 
or stiff, painted papier-maché. 

The Triadic Ballet was the 
most famous example, prem- 
iéred ir 1922 at Sturtgart, 
bafore Schlemmer. joined the 
Bauhaus. The filmed version is 
of a reconstruction made in 
1970. The choreography is 
sireple, relying heavily or the 
shape and colour of the cos- 
tumes for its effect, but within 
that self-imposed limitation the 
resulîs are .often striking. 
Alrhough the tecbnique is one 
of abstraction, the work in- 
cludes both huinorous and sin- 
ister passages. 


tensively disciplined playing 
that invigorated this last move- 
ment, yet threatened to deprive 
it of a certain spontaneity, 
characterized Miss Fialkowska’s 
Chopic no less markedly.

“I did it because I can do it”, 
announces Brian Friel's hero, 
casting a disconsnlate glance 
around an empty meeting kall 
with a faded poster on the back 
wall adyertising bis miraculous 
powers. Whar the rest of the 
play shows is that sometimes 
he can do it, and sometimes he 
cannot, but thar throughout his 
vagabond years touring the 
Celtic outback, he can always 
rely on the support of_ his 
manager and his mistress. They 
are totally devoted to him; 
while he is devoted only to his 
capricious gift. 

From 4this discordant rela- 
tionship, Mr Friel develops a 
strangs homecoming fable: be- 
ginaing iu Ireland wlen Frank 
{the faith healer) elopes with a 
judge's, daughter, drags her 
round his Welsh and Seottish 
circuir where occasional suc- 
cesses turn into an unbroken 
run of failures, rows and desti’ 
rumion, reaching aheir lowest 
point wher he abandons her to 
deliver a stillborn child iu the 
back of the yan. The trio then 
return to Jreland, where on one 
night in a Donegal pub, his 
powers return and be walks ‘out 
to face an unnamed fate. MY 
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thrilling, though against them 
Manfred’s theme on the strings 
had to struggle to be heard. 

Segal is clearly an ardent 
devotee of the work. to judge 
fram the intensity of his read- 

lg, and the care devoted to 
internal detail.

Eighteen National Health Service 
hospitals making pharmaceuticals 
had been recommeaded to cease 
manufacture following ar inspeêc- 
ton, Mir Patrick Jenkin, Secretary 
of State for Social Services, said 
during questions. 

He added that he was asking for 
an urgent report on why mauufac- 
ture had uot céascd at each of 
elgbt hospitals in England. . 
Mz Jenkin (Redbridge, Warstea 
and Woodford, C) arisweriag a 
series of questions ou the produc- 
tion of pharmaceuticals in hospl- 
tals, said: Although, as Crown 
premises, NHS hospitals are not 
subject to formal arrangemeuts for 
tlıe issue of liceaces or to the other 
requirements of the Medicines Act 
1968, they are subject to similar 
administratiye controls. 

All the 450 NHS manufacturing. 
ıuaits in Great Britain have beer 
inspected and inspections wil con- 
tinue, in 1981 including radiophar- 
maceûtical units as apprûpriate. 

Eighteen manufacturing .units in 
Great Britain have been rêcom- 
mended to cease rmanufactare, and 
TI aw asking, for an ùurgent report: 
on wiy manufacture .has Dot 
ceased at each of the cight hospi« 
tals in England.

In considering the iuspectors’ 
reports, health authorities must 
weigh the risks of continuing. to 
manufacture ağalast the benefits to 
Patients from having preparations

There are striking resem- 
blances between Hans Kung 
and Karol Wojtyla. Both hail 
from devoutly Catholic rural 
communities, the oıte Swiss, 
the other Polish. Both are fair 
baired, broad faced, chunky, 
arhleric men with a passion for 
physical fitness, keen swim- 
mers, vigorous skiers. Both are 
exceptionally gifted linguists, 
intellecruals with wide cultural 
interests, aod possessing an 
enviable knack of communicat- 
ing their religious ideas to 
aiiditnces of al! descriptions. 
Both êre writers and aca- 
demics. But Wojtyla is now 
Pops, and Kurg the leader of 
His Holiness’s loyal opposition. 
There is another resem- 
blaace which makes their rel- 
ative positions in tbe Catholic 
firmament even more curious. 
lt is the fact that each is deep- 
Jy conscious of being a priest, 
called to preach the gospel to 
every creature. They are first 
and foremost Pastoral men 
with a passionate desire to 
demonstrate how faith in God 
is the key to fullness of 
humanity, and to present the 
noblest possible vision 


Christian life, Both set out as an accredited Catholic theo- in decisionsnakîng, have been 


reinforced not only by the 
freer political atmosphere and 
imellectual atmosphere of 
western Europe, . but by his 
experience of g4 church crip- 
pled less by outside oppression 
than its own internal wealk- 
neşses; surly suspicion of sec- 
ular ideas and theological de- 
velopment, a divorce of doc 
trine from life, an image of 
frowmiug autocracy, and, not 
least, ax incapacity to restate 
the message of the gospel in 
fresh language and images in- 
telligible to twentieth century 
mau. To a. great extent the 
Second Vatican Council cou- 
firmed this diagnosis, tough it 
did notr result in all the reme‘ 
dies he then proposed and sil 
Proposes. 

Kung is a serious scholar, 
highly respected even by theo- 
logiars who find themselves at 
odds with his views. He is also 


logian. Kung’s voluminous pub- 
lications are brilliantly sum- 


marized, the conttoversial 
issues neatly analysed, and the 
climate of intellectual life 


within the Church both before 
and after the Second Vatican 
Council accurately depicted. 
The Pope’s experience as a 
churchman struggling to pre- 
serve religious faith and the 
institutional church in an ath- 
eisücal auwhoritarian State 
clearly accounts for the stress 
he places on the conservative 
and hierarchical elements in 
Church doctrine and order. In 
contrast, Kung grew up in a 
county vor ouly politically 
democratic but where bishops 
and priests are traditionally 
chosen by their people. His in- 
herited respect for personal 
freedom and personal respon 
sibility, and for the involve- 
ment of the whole community 


with no greater ambition than 
to be simple parish priests, 
and were drawn almost acci- 
dentally on to a wider stage, 
the one as Pontiff, the other as 
the Church's most celebrated

study by Robert Nowell, him-

The last few years have seen a 
spate of books on spirituality 
and holiness, and this work by 
the Professor of History and 
Religious Studies at Santa 
Cruz, California, is an 
eminently practical addition to 
the flood. That should not be a 
comfortable thought. A recent 
survey by a group of editors of 
religious journals found not only 
that their readership was drawn 
almost entirely from the upper 
income bracket, but that 
though they had a . marked 
desire for articles about spirit- 
uadity, mysticism and holiness, 
they had no interest in articles 
about social justice. As one 
might expect from a book aris- 
ing out of the monthly con’ 
ferences he has given to the 
Paar Clares since 1974, while 
Donald Nicholl draws richly on 
a spectrum of spirituality rang- 
ing far outside the Christian 
gradition to the religions of the 
East, he makes few concessions 


to those who like their

Music in schools 

From Mr P, A. Howgill 

Sir, The ruliag in the High Court 
reported in The Times of February 
26, that it is illegal {or a coun 
council to charge for individu: 
music tuition provided in schools, 
gives cause for the most widespread 
concern to a]l who are involved with 
the provision of music in education. 

Music education in schools divides 
braadly into two categories : music 
which is taught in the classroom, 
and individual tuition to pupils of 
an instrument of their choice. 

Classroom teaching of music 1s 
already suffering to. some extent 
from tbe reneral cuts in expendi- 
ture rhar are bearing on all arease 
of educarion, bur mulsic is a very 
resllient subject for several reasons. 
Firstly, from an educational yiew- 
point, those councils and schools 
who already run a good music 
education programme are well 
aware of the direct benefits that 
music brings to their pupils aud 
the spin-off benefits that can be 
expected in other parts of the 
school curriculum. At rhe same 
time, music education is generally 
widely appreciated by both pupils 
and parents, and for these reasons 
teachers and parents, often working 
through parent-teacher associations 
have been prepared to assist in 
fund-raising for musical activities 
jin schools. The High Court ruling 
may make it more difficult for 
«choo!s to raise money in this way, 
but presumably there can be no 
Jegal objection ro yolvntary funding 
activities. 

Thè case is very different where 
pupils are receiving individual 
music tuition. This urea is most 
often undertaken by peripatetic 
teachers, and these Have already 
been the subject of cuts by some 
education authorities. The cuts have 
often taken the form of making 
charges or Increasing charges for 
such individual tuition, and it i9 
probably true to say Ihat something 
like three-quarters of the individual 
music tuition given in schools may 
be subject to some charges ro the 
parents. Suddenly, we" are façed 
with the fact that this High Court 


prived of an important aspect of 
their nationality, namely the right 
to pass on thi; nationality to their 
own children. 

We also feel that it is in rhe TIK's 
fundamental interests 1hùat secure 
and clear nationality provisions exıst 
for British citizens who speud all 
or part of their careers promoting 
British commerciul, political or 
cultura] Inıeresıs in Ëurnpe aud 
elsewhere abroad.

Nationality anomalies 


From Mr Michael Emerson 
ard Mr Alistair A1acDonauld 
Sir, Mr Ivor Stanbrook, MP, in hls 
letter of February 19. hus pointed 
out how the Government's recent 
amendment of fhe British 
Nationality Bill gives the righr to 
pass British citizenship by descent 
to persons who are British by birth, 
registration or naturulizatinn, bur 
not to persons born abroad whose 
parênts are British by birth. 

We would like tû illustrate the 
anomalies that this would cause. 

In our particulur cuses, one of us 
married a British womun, while (he 
other murried a French woman. 
Both our families include children 
born in France or Belgium. The 
French spouse hùas regislered as 
British, and therefare her children 
born outside Britain would have 
the right tD pass rheir çizenship 
to the next generation, NOt because 
the father is British, bur in effect 
because the mother was of French 
origin. The British-born spouse will 


‘have no such privilege, and her . 


children will not therefore have he 
right 10o pass on British citizenship 
in the same circumstances. 

Jn our view the law should ar 
the very least alloy the second 
genecutian of British barr abroad 
to be British citizens by right, since 
without such a provision, the first 
generation born abroad will be de- 


ing will cuntinue to ouıpace 
economic growth, thereby taking 
an ever larger slice of resources 
over a period when oil and food 
will have to be imported although 
Ihe capacity to earn sufficient 
hard currency will have dried up. 
Hence the Soviet leaders will be

Domestic turbulence at 
home or ir eastern Europe, 
distracting adventures abroad, 
pressures on Gulf states (perhaps 
arms in return for oil) are only 
some of the possibilities. 

Some hint from the congress 
that new rthinkiag and new 
People were working their way 
up mighr, therefore, have beer 
reassuring, even if the short- 
comings of the Soviet Union are 
useful to the West in the 
ideological war. At very least, 
the prospect of a smooth transfer 
of power over the next few years 
would have been preferable to 
the ' brittle uncertainties with 
which we are now faced.

Black economy richer in fiction than in fact 


In a paper prepared for Sir 
Geoffrey Howê, rhe Chancellor, 
the Civil Service unions, which 
estimate the black economy to 
be of the order of 71 per cent 
of the gdp, are calling for a 
more spirired attack’ on uf- 
declared’ income {as reported 
in The Times an Monday\.

The age of expausion is over. 
The Russians can no longer 
raise thêir standard of living by 
ploughing: up the virgin lands, 
exploiting ever larger amounls 
of raw materials, adding yearly 
to the labour force and invest- 
ing huge sums in mew projects. 
The economy is in trouble and 
only harder work and a oore 
efficient use of resources wilt 
ensure continued growth, 

This was the blunt message 
given the Soviet leadership 
to the 5,000 delegates who too 
part in the twenty-sixth Con- 

ess of the Soviet Communist 

arty, which has just ended. 
There is no crisis, President 
Brezhnev and Nikolai 
Tikhonov, the prime minister, 
insisted, but it will „need a 
eanorntous: effort to overcome 
the problems now facing the 
country. , 

The key words now are thrift 
and productivity. “ The economy 
must be economical”, said 
President Brezhnev in his 
lengthy report last week and 
later in the week Mr Tikhonov 
gutlined the savings that had ro 
be made ın fuel, raw materials, 
plant and labour. 

He gave some idea of the 
scale and urgency of this in a 
striking comparison when he 
sald that the’ regcaring of the 
economy to more jrrtensive 
development was a task -a$ 
monumental as the etıtire indus: 
trializsüion of the country 
achieved during Stalin's time. 

Everything must ‘be subordi- 
nated to the airmı of making the 
economy more intensive and 
achieving higher production aut.
